these plants by sowing seed in a 
vacant spot in the garden during 
late June. The seed should be 
planted 1*2—3-4 inches deep in 
moist soil, the specialist says. 
Later, the plants can be trans­ 
planted to another area 
in 
the 
garden. Some gardeners sow7 the 
seed where they want these crops 
to mature and then thin when the 
plants are 3 to 4 inches tall. Us­ 
ual planting distances are 18 to 24 
inches in the row and 24 inches 
between rows 
If these crops are direct seeded 
in the garden and then thinned, it 
is advisable to apply fertilizer be­ 
fore seeding, lf this is not pos­ 
sible, sidedress later with 2 to 3 
pounds of a 
complete 
fertilizer 
like 5-10-10 per IOO feet of row. 
Many tim es sidedressing is all 
the fertilizer that will be need­ 
ed as these crops can follow7 ear­ 
lier crops like peas and radish­ 
es that were fertilized. If fer­ 
tilizer was not applied earlier, 
apply 25 to 30 pounds per 1000 
square feet of a complete fertil­ 
izer and work it in before setting 
plants. 
Suggested varieties include It­ 
alian 
Green 
Sprouting 
broccoli. 
Long Island Improved B r u s s e l 
Sprouts and Snowball or Snowdrift 
cauliflower. Waltham 29 is a new 
broccoli variety w’orth trying for 
fall planting. 
It 
has 
performed 
well in several areas in Ohio dur­ 
ing the past ten years. In addition 
to a very uniform head, Waltham 
29 has a strong development of 
side shoots:

Those pink or green lumps on 
the leaves of your silver maple 
trees are maple bladder galls, 
says entomologist R. B. Neis- 
wander of the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Wooster. 
Maple bladder galls seldom in­ 
jure a tree Beverly, but they do 
lower its ornamental value. Tiny 
mites cause the galls to form. 
These insects live in the bark 
during the Winter and crawl to 
the leaves when new growth ap­ 
pears. The gall develops as a re­ 
sult of injury caused by the feed­ 
ing of the mites on the under 
surface of the leaf.

With forced air drying, farmers 
can start combining as soon as 
they would start cutting grain with 
a binder. They can combine ear­ 
lier in

morning 
and later 
in the afternoon too. Without forc­ 
ed air drying, combining must be 
delayed 7 to IO d iys and limited 
to the middle of the day. 
Delayed 
combining 
increases 
danger of storm damage and it 
increases cutterbar losses. Cut- 
terbar losses account for most 
of the combining losses where 
grain is dry 
enough to store 
without forced air drying. 
Farmers can safely store grain 
containing 
20 
percent 
moisture 
when they use forced air drying. 
For safe storage without forced 
air drying, grain must contain less 
than 14 percent moisture 
Gram drying costs only I to 3 
cents a bushel and it gives far­ 
mers a chance to hold grain on the 
farm for better markets. It also

moisture 
dockage 
when 
farmers sell their grain.

the Russians sneeze, the world 
twitches. What are they up to? It 
must be dark, uevious and dia­ 
bolical. There were even some 
misgivings they might outwit P re s-1 
ident Eisenhower it he sat down 
with them. 
They’re devious and clever. But 
they get too much credit for clev­ 
erness. 
What, they wanted more than ! 
anything tor years was to keep 
the Western Allies unarmed and 
separated and West Germany n eu -1 
tralized. Thanks to Stalin, they 
failed 
in 
both. 
Sour, 
stubborn, 
Stalin yielded nothing. 
Then he got too tough and upset 
the apple cart by letting the Ko­ 
rean War begin. This not only 
shoved the West into alliance and 
rearming but eventually into let­ 
ting Germany rearm and join the 
partner ship. 
For a year after Stalin s death 
his heirs, as if they could think 
of nothing better, followed his tac­ 
tics out the window: threats and 
dire warnings if Germany was per­ 
mitted to rearm . 
Perhaps they thought this tech- 1 
nique still had a chance, for until 
late in 1954 the Allies were squab­ 
bling among themselves on letting 
the Germans have guns again. 
The Kremlin team must have 
seen the jig was up Dec. 30 when 
the French Chamber of Deputies 
voted for German independence 
and rearmament. Not long after­ 
wards things began to change. 
On Feb. 8 Stalin’s successor, 
Prem ier 
Georgi 
Malenkov, 
was 
bounced. This was widely inter­ 
preted in the guessing West as 
meaning (A) a tougher Kremlin 
policy and, or, (B) that there was 
now a fierce struggle for power 
in the Kremlin. 
IWrhaps the following was closer 
to the truth for, as events showed, 
the Kremlin policy got softer in­ 
stead of tougher and nobody has 
lost his head there yet: 
1. They were losing with Stalin’s 
tactics. By a shift,. to a show of 
friendliness and cooperation, they 
might still weaken the Western Al­ 
liance anti even keep Germany 
from 
rearming 
since 
it 
hadn’t 
starter! to rearm yet. 
2. lf they kept on tile way they 
were going, with the W'est build­ 
ing up its strength, they might 
head into a war which would leave 
them pulverized. 
3. A change in tactics needed a 
change in people. Malenkov should 
not be in the showcase if they 
were going to display a new face 
of good fellowship and sweet rea­ 
sonableness. Malenkov, like Stalin, 
looks sour and immovable. Judg­ 
ing from his pictures, he’s an in­ 
trovert. 
Good-Time-Charleys 
are 
extroverts. 
The Kremlin shoved forward two 
men who at least act like Good- 
Time Charleys: 
Prem ier Nikolai 
Bulganin 
with 
a 
velvety beard 
which makes him look more like 
a .symphony orchestra conductor 
than a revolutionist; and Nikita 
Khrushchev, credited with being 
the real boss, who performed like 
a butter-and-egg salesman on a 
spree when he visited Yugoslavia.

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KEEPING COOL INDOORS 
WHEN THE WEATHER becomes warm 
and humid the problem of keeping the 
house cool is not to be lightly passed over. 
It is desirable to be comfortable during 
the hours of wakefulness. It is essential to 
get some sleep at night. In the absence of | 
sn sir-conditioning system , m easures must j 
be taken. 
J 
On this every member of the family is j 
in full agreement with all others. But in de­ 
ciding what m easures, opinions may clash. 
There are, broadly speaking, two schools I 
of thought on how to beat the heat. 
One school believes in shutting up t h e : 
house tight to keep the coolness in. T h e 
other holds that the only way is to open the 
windows and doors and let air circulate 
through the rooms. 
It is natural that there should be at least ] 
two schools. Some houses are amenable to 
the shut-up treatm ent and others are cool­ 
er when they are open to the breezes, if 
m y . The trouble is that people who live in 
any particular house are not unanimous on 
how to classify it. 
The result m ay be that one member of 
the fam ily will try to keep windows closed 
and another will go around opening them. 
This is not conducive to harmony. Be­ 
sides, neither theory gets a fair chance un­ 
der such circum stances. A solution would 
seem to be to try both system s, by turns, 
in order to decide which is the better. Un­ 
fortunately, the experiment is not likely to 
succeed too well because exact compari­ 
sons are difficult and both sides refuse to 
be convinced by inconclusive evidence. 
So the argument may go on and on until 
one disputant or the other realizes it is 
only making things worse. 


TREND TO RIGHT 
AS INVARIABLY happens after there 
has been a thumping political victory, the 
opinion is expressed here and there that 
the Eden government’s triumph in Britain I 
has cooked the socialists’ goose. 
The thinking is bolstered by evidence of 
a socialist decline in West Europe. The re­ 
cent Pinay government in FraJice started 
that country back toward private enter­ 
prise, and it seem s to like the taste. The 
Adenauer government of West Germany is 
as anti-socialist as political realities per­ 
m it it to be. 
Scandinavian socialists, in power for a 
quarter of a century, are yielding some 
ground. The United States, skirting social­ 
ism , marked a turning point in direction 
when the Supreme Court restrained Presi­ 
dent Truman from seizing the steel mills. 
This leads Barron’s Weekly to conclude 
that “the shadow is lifting and men can 
look forward to a bright new day.” 
There is no doubt that the trend toward 
state socialism has been slowed in his coun­ 
try. And even the most radical socialists, 
those in Russia and China, are encounter­ 
ing growing headaches because their sys­ 
tem cannot satisfy the needs of the people. 
But should another wave of economic 
ailm ents engulf the Western nations, as in 
the thirties, there would be renewed clam ­ 
or from elements now almost mute f o r 
steps leading toward something more rad­ 
ical than regulated capitalism. 
But as of today the trend is toward the 
system which promotes individual f r e e ­ 
dom. 


George E. Sokolskv’s 
These Days 


Senator Richard L. Neuberger used to be 
a newspaperman, a magazine writer and 
a lecturer and therefore is an adept in 
the gentle art of public relations. As a new 
Senator, he has few opportunities to expose 
his capacity for statesmanship, if any. Ne­ 
vertheless,, he m anages with rare genius 
to get his name into newspapers if only by 
quarrelling over the White House squirrels 
who, like all of their kind, have a pen­ 
chant for nuts. 
So the Oregon Senator, junior to Wayne 
Morse, proposed that candidates for public 
office, who employ television to promote 
them selves, announce, in advance, wheth­ 
er they use make-up or tele-prompters. 
Why not that they wear grey suits and 
blue shirts? Why not that they have hired 
ghost writers or have borrowed t h e i r 
speeches from the National Committee for 
an Effective Congress? Why not that they 
are members of the A.D.A., although they 
call them selves Democrats or Republi­ 
cans? 
If they are to tell anything, why not tell 
all? On television, a wise man will use a 
little pancake make-up or he will not re­ 
semble himself. If Senator Neuberger does 
not know this, he might ask his wife how 
high lighting distorts the face, even of the 
most beautiful. And our Senators, the Ore­ 
gon junior must admit, are not particularly 
beautiful. In fact, he, himself, could not 
compete in a Miss America contest, to say 
nothing of such masculinity as the 
no 
longer young Clark Gable has or the young­ 
er Marion Brando who seem s to have 
broken the hearts of numerous teen-agers. 
Senator Neuberger believes that a candi­ 
date “has every right to use make-up or 
conceal his jowls or bald spot or beard.” 
However, “the viewers have an equal right 
to be informed that he is relying upon this 
use of theatrical props.” 
Imagine, Senator Wayne Morse announc­ 
ing to the viewers that he may look tall 
but is as sm all as Tom Dewey; that he may 
look quite pale but really has a blue shad­ 
ow not only at five o’clock but any time; 
that his hair is beginning to disappear and 
that his eye-brows are real and make him 
look like John L. Lewis. 
Having used five minutes of a 15-minute 
program, including the commercial, he 
may now proceed to use the remainder of 
his time to explain why we should trade 
with Red China. Perhaps Senator Neub­ 
erger would prefer to have the “theatrical 
props” announcement made fore and aft, 
and that would leave the Senator only five 
minutes to talk his speech, which m ay be 
too long at that. 
In fact, Senator Neuberger, not having 
much to do in the Senate, yet desiring to 
make headlines, even if it is in “Variety,” 
seeks to end the substitution of play-acting 
for reality. This is quite an undertaking 
for a campaigner who, to be any good at 
all, employs such forensic gifts as the Lord 
gave him or as he gained under such pro­ 
moters of personality as Dale Carnegie. 
It is not believable that the Senator did 
not use a few such tricks him self to get 
himself elected to the United States Sen­ 
ate from Oregon which usually has two Re­ 
publican Senators but now has two Demo­ 
crats, one of them by slow conversion. 
As a matter of fact, television m ay re­ 
vise all our concepts of campaigning and it 
often makes me wonder if Abraham Lin­ 
coln could have been elected President 
without the assistance of some such a m as­ 
ter of the art as Robert Montgomery, had 
television been in vogue , in his day.

Coughing Is Very Often 
A Symptom of Disease 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
DON’T Ignore a cough, no 
m atter how trifling it may seem. 
While coughing is not a disease, 
it may be the symptom of one. 
Like so many symptoms, cough­ 
ing usually is an attem pt of your 
body to remedy m atters by itself. 
However, there are many things 
we doctors can do to help elimi­ 
nate the trouble. 
A Natural Reflex 
An obstruction, such as a parti­ 
cle of food in your respiratory 
passage, will set you to coughing. 
This is a natural reflex effort to 
clear the passage and permit un­ 
hampered breathing. 
Then, too, coughing may be 
produced by more serious condi­ 
tions such as cancer or tubercu­ 
losis. Persistent coughing will 
make some persons hoarse. If the 
hoarseness persists for six weeks 
or more, be sure to see your doc­ 
tor. This is a serious symptom; in 
some cases, it suggests cancer. 
New Methods 
Coughing should not always be 
discouraged. Sometimes doctors 
try to aid it. In fact, more medical 
ingenuity has been expended on 
getting patients to cough than on 
trying to stop coughing. 
Just 
recently Dr. 
Alvin 
L. 
Barach and his co-workers at 
Presbyterian Hospital perfected a 
machine which 
they call 
an 
Exsufflator. This machine adds 


vacuum cleaner suction to & 
patient’s own exhalation 
and 
produces a much more effective 
cough than the body could m an­ 
age unaided. 
Another apparatus called the 
bronchoscope 
sucks 
secretions 
out of the lungs, thus doing the 
work of coughing for you. 
Breathe Deeply 
If your coughing can’t get rid 
of whatever is causing you trou­ 
ble, your doctor might recom- 
mehd th at you breathe a m ist of 
detergent. Maybe he will suggest 
th a t you wear a low abdominal 
belt to improve your posture and 
force you to breathe more deeply; 
or perhaps he will advise breath­ 
ing exercises to build up the 
am ount of air that you can take 
in at one time. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
S. J.: I have the feeling th a t 
there is something in my eye all 
of the time and I keep rubbing 
the eyeball constantly. Could this 
be a cataract? 
Answer: The feeling th at there 
is something in the eye does not 
occiir in cataract. This symptom 
is usually an indication th a t an 
infection of the lining of the 
membrane over the eyeball and 
eyelid is present. It is known as 
conjunctivitis.*A careful exami­ 
nation by your physician will in­ 
dicate the right treatment.

HE TURNED HIS PEOPLE BACK TO COD 


Scripfttre—7/ Chronicles if; Kahum. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
AFTER M A N A S S E H , who 
reigned in Judah for 50 years, 
Amon reigned for only a little 
over a year, when he was killed 
by his own servants. This was 
one of the longest periods of 
spiritual and moral disintegration 
that Judah had ever known. 
A mon s son, Josiah, a boy of 
eight, succeeded him, and, strange 
to relate, his thoughts turned to 
God while he was still a child. 
Whether he had a good God-fear­ 
ing mother who had brought him 
up to revere Jehovah we do not 
know. Certain it is that he “walk­ 
ed in the way of the Lord/' as 
had his ancestor, David. 
The first thing- he did was to 
have all the heathen idols and 
their high places torn down and 
utterly destroyed. He even burned 
the bones of the heathen priests 
upon their altars, thus “cleansing 
Judah and Jerusalem.” He then 
did the same in the cities of Eph­ 
raim, 
Manasseh 
“and 
Simeon, 
even unto Naphtali.” 
“And when he had broken 
down the altars and the groves, 
and had beaten the graven im­ 
ages into powder, and cut down 
all the idols throughout all the 
land of Israel, he returned to 
Jerusalem.’’ 


faithful these ancient workmen 
were in their task. 
Now comes the most dramatic 
moment in all Judah history. In 
overhauling the building, going 
through rooms that probably had 
not teen looked into for years, 
a priest—it may have been Hil- 
l.iah—found an ancient “book of 
he law of the Lord given by 
Moses.” 
Hilkiah, the priest, told Shap- 
han, the scribe, and gave the book 
to him, and he carried it to the 
king. 
When Josiah heard it read, he 
rent his clothes. What was in the 
book of the law to make the king 
so desperate ? There are indica­ 
tions, writes a Biblical authority, 
that 
the 
book 
contained 
dire 
threats against Judah, “which 
made Josiah tremble, even in 
spite of his ©wn readiness to walk 
in the way of the Lord.” It is 
called, “the book of the covenant.” 
Josiah was overcome by his 
sense of the holiness of God, and 
his own sinfulness. He had con­ 
sulted Huldah, a prophetess, who 
had 
foreseen 
the 
evil 
which 
eventually overcame Judah after 
Josiah's righteous reign, but she 
had also prophesied that since Jo­ 
siah's heart was tender and he 
had humbled himself before the

We can imagine that many of 
the younger Sunday school pupils 
and also older ones, would have 
been happy to help King Josiah 
in this work if they had lived in 
those old days, and been inspired 
by his righteous indignation. 
In the 18th year of his reign, 
Josiah had purged the land and 
the house, so he sent for Shaphan 
Maaseiah, the governor of the 
city; and Joah, the son of Joahaz 
the recorder, to repair the house 
Of the Lord. 
The three went to Hilkiah, the 
high priest, and gave him the 
money “that was brought into 
the house of God, which the In ­ 
vites that kept the doors had 
gathered of the hand of Manas­ 
seh and Ephraim, and all the rem­ 
nant of Israel, and of all Judah 
and Benjamin.” 
They put the money into the 
hands of the workmen that had 
oversight of the repairs, the over- 
seers or superintendents, we may 
suppose, to buy the necessary 
materials. 
"And the men did work faith­ 
fully.” we are told.' Today when 
we find some of the work done 
by modern workers is not done as 
"faithfully” as one could wish, it 
is good to know how loyal and

NEWINGTON, N. H. (^-W ork­ 
men today are in the first phase 
of a $40 million project 
to link 
North America and Britain with 
the world's first transoccan tele­ 
phone cable.
